NEWS IN BRIEF.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the senate, om the 3lst, among the numer- 
ous remonstrances presented against various 
points in the Wilson bill was a batch from re- 
ligious societies asking that the tax on whisky 
be trebled. After the routine morning business 
the Stewart resolution declaring that the sec- 
retary of the treasury is not authorized to issue 
and sell bonds was taken up and occupied the 
remainder of the day's session.....In the house, 
after the committees had been called for re- 
ports, the Wilson tariff bill was taken up in 
committee of the whole, and the internal-reve- 
nue bill was placed as a rider upon the tariff 
bill by a votes of 175 to 56. 

IN the senate, on the Ist, after the morning 
hour, in which Mr. Stewart’s bond resolution 
was debated, the bill to repeal the federal- 
elections law was laid before the senate, but 
no senator being prepared to speak upon it, 
discussion of the Stewart resolution was re- 
sumed...... In the house the Wilson tariff bill 
was further considered in committee of the 
whole until 12 o'clock, when the committee 
arose, and the various amendments were dis- 
posed of by vote, and the bill itself being put 
upon its passage. the ballot resulted: Yeas, 
204; nays, 140. 

IN the senate, on the 2d, Mr. Vilas occupied 
almost the entire session speaking to an 
amendment to the Stewart resolution declar- 
ing the authority of the secretary of the treas- 
ury to apply the proceeds from the sale of 
bonds to appropriations made by congress. The 
tariff bill was laid before the senate and re- 
ferred to the finance committee...... In the 
house the day was devoted to the consideration 
of the Hawaiian resolution. 

THE senate was not in session on the 3d...... 
In the house a resolution was offered reciting 
that ‘‘the house of representatives of the 
United States of America regards with pleas- 
ure and satisfaction the prompt action of Rear* 
Admiral Benham, on the 27th ult., in the har- 
bor of Rio de Janeiroin his efforts to protect 
the citizens and commerce of the United 
States." The morning hour having expired, 
the special order, the Hawaiian resolution, was 
takenup, and its consideration occupied the re- 
mainder of the session. 

IN the senate, on the Sth, house bill to repeal 
the federal elections law was debated during 
most of the session. The anti-option bill was 
brought up by a motion to refer to the judi- 
ciliary committee the bill introduced some 
weeks ago by Mr. George, but no action was 
taken on the motion...... In the house a me- 
morial by the Massachusetts legislature, pro- 
testing against the passage of the Wilson 
tariff bill, was presented. The Hawaiian reso- 
lution was then taken up, and its discussion oc- 
cupied the remainder of the day and all of an 
evening session. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 


Joun D. RocKEFELLER, the Standard 
Oil king, has closed a deal by which, in 
consideration of a sum believed to be in 
the neighborhood of #10,000,000, he ob- 
tained control of nearly all the valua- 
ble iron mines in the Lake Superior 
region and several heavy producers in 
Cuba. 

On the 5th D. T. Jones, of Illinois, 
chief clerk in the life-saving service, 
treasury department, died in Washing- 
ton, of pneumonia, after two weeks’ 
illness. Mr. Jones was 60 years old, 
and had been in the treasury for 
twenty years. 

ADVICES received at Zanzibar from 
the interior of Africa, on the 4th, were 
to the effect that William Astor Chan- 
ler, in command of an exploring expe- 
dition. who was deserted by nearly all 
of his followers, was on his way east, 
and was expected to reach Mombas on 
the 10th. 

Owrne to the illness of the czar all 
Russian court fetes have been aban- 
doned. Banquets and balls announced 
by the ambassadors at St. Petersburg 
have been postponed for the same 
reason. 

It is stated on high authority in Lis- 
bon that the Rothschilds are furnishing 
money to Admiral Da Gama, the com- 
mander of the Brazilian insurgents at 
Rio Janeiro. 

On the 5th the state department re- 
ceived from United States Minister to 
Nicaragua Baker a copy of a decree 
issued by the government of Nicara- 
gua, recognizing the provisional gov- 
ernment of Honduras, established -by 
Policarpo Bonilla, and agreeing to act 
is the latter's ally. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the ist the great silk stores of 
Favre & Lioux, in France, were de- 
stroyed by fire. 

On the 3d Lee Sang, a Chinese high- 
binder, was hanged at San Quentin, 
Cal., for the murder of a fellow-coun- 
tryman. 

EARLY on the morning of the 2d the 
Avondale street railway sheds and ma- 
chine shop at Cincinnati were burned, 
entailing a Joss estimated at $175,000; 
insurance, $150,000. There were seven- 
ty-eight or eighty cars in the sheds. 

DAVE DvucHARM, a rustler, escaped 
from the jail at Minnesela, S. D., on 
the night of the Ist, by knockiug the 
jailor down with a piece of stove. Two 
cowboys, heavily armed, mounted their 
bronchos and started on his tracks with 
lanterns and succeeded in capturing 
him after tracking him 35 miles. 

AveusTE VAILLANT, the anarchist 
who threw a bomb into the French 
chamber of deputies, on December 9 
last, which, exploding soon after it 
left his hand, wounding himself and 
about fifty others, some of them se- 
riously, was beheaded at the Palace 
de la Roquette, in Paris, at 7:10 oclock 
on the morning of the 5th. His last 
words were: ‘Death to the bour- 
geoisie!”’ 

At Gate City, Ala., on the 4d, a Con- 
gregational church, in which a Chris- 
tian Endeavor meeting was being held, 
was blown down bya cyclone which 
visited that section, and none of the 
tifty persons in attendance escaped in- 
jury, two of the vietims soon dying of 
their wounds. 

Fink destroyed the telegraph office, 
part of the county jail and opera house 





at Pomeroy, 9., on the 4th; loss, over 
$49,000, 


On the 4th an explosion occurred in 
the Barrett tar factory in Minneapolis, 
Minn. Several hours later the dead 
body of Nigtft Engineer Johnsm was 
found in the building. It is supposed 
that the pipe of the still clogged up 
and that he went in to discover the 
cause. He was hurled twenty feet, and 
his body was terribly mangled. 

THE body of Charles Mall, a musician 
of Battery L, who disappeared from 
Fort Riley, Kas., some weeks ago, was 
found inthe Kaw river on the 4th. 
Mall had been twenty-eight years a sol- 
dier, and in two years would hare been 
retired on full pay. It is believed he 
met with foul play. 

THE barn of Travis Ashley, of Oak 
Hill, Tenn., was, destroyed by fire, 
thought to be of incendiary origin, on 
the 4th. Forty mules, four horses, 600 
bushels of wheat, a large quantity of 
feed stuff and farming implements, 
were burned. Loss, about $8,000; in- 
surance, $1,500. 

ALBERT WALTON, 34 years old, a na- 
tive of New York, has been arrested in 
Copenhagen for swindling. It is said 
that over 400 merchants in Hamburg, 
Berlin, Switzerland and Russia have 
fallen victims to his operations. 

On the 4th Dr. A. E. Bolsar, a vet- 
erinary surgeon and well-known horse- 
man of Richmond, Ind., committed sui- 
cide by shooting through the heart. 

On the 5th Savannah, Ga., suffered 
from a $500,000 fire, the worst since the 
great conflagration of 1889. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

ANOTHER successful test of armor 
plate by the Bethlehem (Pa.) Iron Co. 
was made, on the 3d, at the company’s 
proving ground at Reddington, Pa. 
The test involved the acceptance of 
nearly 400 tons of armor intended for 
the monitor Puritan, now being con- 
structed at the Brooklyn navy yard. 
The plate tested was 18 feet long, 6 
feet wide and 11 inches thick, A 10- 
inch gun was used in the test. 

On the 5th the carnival festivities at 
New Orleans opened with the arrival 
of King Rex. The city was full of vis- 
itors from all sections of the country. 

ONE HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-RIGHT 
negro converts of all ages, sizes and col- 
ors were baptized by immersion ip the 
canal at Indianapolis, Ind., on the 4th. 
The weather was cold, and a raw wind 
from the northwest prevailed. 

Ir is announced that so many bonds 
of small denominations are wanted by 
the bidders for the new treasury loan 
that they can not be made ready for 
delivery before about the 20th. 

SEVEN conspicuous leaders in the late 
anarchist outbreak in Carrara and 
Massa diCarrara, Sicily, were sentenced 
in the latter city on the 5th to terms of 
imprisonment ‘varying from two to 
eight years. 

On the morning of the 5th the ther- 
mometer registered 18 degrees below 
zero at Plattsburg, N. Y. At Saranac 
lake 41 degrees below was recorded, be- 
ing the coldest weather in the history 
of that region. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





Jim Wyrick, Tom Brady and Albert 
Mansker, three of the Oliphant train 
robbers, have been sentenced to be 
hanged at Newport, Ark., April 6th 
next, having been found guilty of the 
murder of Conductor W. P. McNally. 

A HOUSE was blown up by natural gas 
at Indianapolis, Ind., on the 6th. It is 
said that six persons are in the debris. 

HAns Hyprick and Claude Shepherd, 
the Mound Valley, Kan., train robbers, 
were, on the 6th, sentenced to death, 
which in that State means life imprison- 
ment. 

Mrs. CELIA Livers has been convicted 
of bigamy in the Simpson County Court 
at Franklin, Ky. Sheis but 18 years 
old, and has been married to the fourth 
husband within the past two years with- 
out having secured a divorce from any 
of them. 

THERE is a possibility that the Senate 
will pass the George anti-option bill, 
which was introduced only a short time 
ago, and seeks to prevent dealings in 
options and futures by making it a 
crime, instead of taxing them out of 
existence, as provided for in the Wash- 
burn bill. 

Reports from the peach-growing sec- 
tion of Kentucky and Southern Indiana 
indicate a loss of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on that crop by the fickleness 
of the winter weather. 

AFTER six months’ idleness the Bir- 
mingham (Ala.) rolling mill has re- 
sumed operation, giving employment to 
about 1,000 men. 

THF paper currency outstanding Jan- 
uary 3ist was $1,167,040,231, less $1,000,- 
000 estimated to have been destroyed by 
fire. 

Tue thermometer registered 18 de- 
grees below zero at Plattsburg, N. Y., 
onthe 5th. At Saranac Lake 41 de- 
grees below were recorded, being the 
coldest weather in the history of that 
region. 

At Guthrie, O. T., on the 5tb, a negro 
entered the Santa Fe depot and, com- 
pelling the agent and waiting passen- 
gers to stand in line with their hands 
up, took $8 out of the money drawer.

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THE UNEMPLOYED. 





Thousand Bread-Winners 
Idle in New York City, Eight Per Cent. 
of Whom Are Destitute—The People of 
the Metropolis Face to Face with a 
Problem of the First Magnitude. 

New York, Feb. 7.—Mayor Gilroy 
yesterday received from President 
Seth Low and Prof. Richmond Mayo 
Smith, of Columbia college, the tabu- 
lated results of a census of the unem- 
ployed inthe city taken by the police 
under the direction of Prof. Smith. 
The census is taken by police precincts 
and the table shows the number of un- 
employed in each precinct. 

The thirty-three precincts into which 
the city is divided show the number of 
families suffering from lack of employs 
ment to be 48,681, consisting of 206,701 
persons. Of these the number usually 
employed is 78,02h. The number out of 
work is 67,280, or 52,592 males and 14,- 
688 females. The census shows that 80 
per cent. of the families whose bread- 
winners are idle are in need of assist- 
ance. This includes about 165,360 pet- 
sons who lack the necessaries of life. 

President Seth Low says: ‘‘It is clear 
that the city and the citizens are face 
to face with a problem of the first 
magnitude. I cannot imagine a more 
impressive argument in favor of 
prompt action upon the tariff, which 
shall be decisive in one direction or 
the other, in order that the element of 
uncertainty may be removed from the 
pathway of a business revival. Mean- 
while whatever work can be given, 
should be given both bythe city and 
by private persons. The strong must 
continue generously to help the weak. 


Boston's Unemployed. 

Boston, Feb. 7.—Another meeting of 
the unemployed. was held on Boston 
common last evening, when nearly 
1,000 gathered around the Soldiers’ 
monument and listened to speeches 
from several speakers. A letter was 
read from Gov. Greenhalge, in which 
he stated that the conditions and pros- 
pects of the unemployed had been 
placed before the legislature in a re- 
cent communication from him; also ex- 
pressing ‘his belief that relief should be 
so administered as to disturbas slightly 
as possible the condition of the labor 
market in general. 

The letter was read with sarcastic 
comments. The addresses, as a whole, 
were temperate. A parade was made 
after the meeting with 1,000 in line. 


A DIABOLICAL CRIME. 


A Negro Arrested for the Attempted 
Annihilation of His Family. 

CINCINNATI, Feb. 7.—William Coombs, 
acolored laborer living at 96 Welsh 
alley, is suspected of having caused 
the explosion of a can of gasoline at 
his home at 11:30 o'clock last night 
with the intention of annihilating his 
family, but in which he only partially 
succeeded. He had a vicious quarrel 
with his wife last Sunday and re- 
turned last night to renew it. While 
she was calling the police to have 
him arrested, an explosion occurred 
on the first floor and set fire to the 
house, cutting off all escape for those 
on the upper floor. The second floor 
was occupied by the family of Coombs, 
consisting of his wife and three chil- 
dren, and several colored boarders. 
Mrs. Coombs threw her 4-year-old 
daughter, Marion, out of a window, fa- 
tally injuring her. She then, withthe 
others, jumped, and sustained injuries 
which are considered fatal. The two 
other daughters, Mollie and Estelle, 
were internally injured. All were 
taken to the hospital. Coombs disap- 
peared immediately after the explo- 
sion, but was arrested about an hour 
afterward. 


SUDDEN DEATH. 











Gen. Jacob Ammen. of Ohio, Succumbs 


to Heart Disease. 

CINCINNATI, Feb. 7.—Gen. Jacob Am- 
men, of Lockland, O., died very sud- 
denly, yesterday afternoon, of heart 
disease. ‘To-day was set for the cele- 
bration of his eighty-eighth birthday, 
in which a number of G. A. R. posts 
and Sons of Veterans camps, of Ham- 
ilton county were to take part. 

Gen. Jacob Ammen was born Janu- 
ary 7, 1806, in Botetourt county, Va. 
At the age of 12 years he moved to 
Ohio, and on June 27, 1827, went to 
West Point, graduating in 1831. In 
April, 1861, he entered the army and 
was appointed colonel of the Twenty- 
fourth Ohio volunteer infantry by Gov. 
Dennison. He served with distinction 
at Pittsburgh Landing and Greenbrier; 
resigning from the army on January 4, 
1865, with the title of brigadier gen- 
eral. 

Gen. Ammen had been blind for the 
past three or four years, but it was 
only yesterday that he remarked that 
he was in excellent health and ex- 
pected to have a good time to-day. 


HOTEL BURNED. 








Narrow Escape of the Guests in Their 
Night Clothes. 

Somerset, Pa., Feb. 7.—The Park 
hotel, the largest and most popular re- 
sort in this part of the state, was de- 
stroyed by fire early yesterday morn- 
ing. The guests all escaped in their 
night clothes. They ran through the 
snow and raw winter air to houses out- 
side of the park, where they were 
sheltered. The tire cut off egress by 
the stairways and ladders were brought 
into use with good effect. Ella Har- 
main, 4 servant girl, was badly burned 
about the face and arms, and, it is 
thought, inhaled the flames. She is in 
a critical condition. The loss is esti- 
mated at £25,000; insurance £15,000.

HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 





The Senate [Committee Investigation is 
About Completed—The Report Will Now 
be In Order—An Intimation That the 
Committee Favors Annexation, But Will 
Not at This Time Report in Favor of It. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The senate 

committee on foreign relations inves- 

tigating Hawaiian affairs heard the 
testimony of Mr. W. E. Simpson, who 
is said by the committeee to be the 
last witness in the list, which has al- 
ready grown much larger than was ex- 
pected when the investigation com- 
menced. The testimony of Mr. Simp- 
son had little to do with the revolu- 
tion. It was devoted almost entirely 
to a discussion of the value of the is- 
lands from a commercial point of view, 
and this was a matter upon which the 


Witness appeared to be thoroughly 
posted. Mr. Simpson proved to be 


A STRONG ANNEXATIONIST. 
He was in Honolulu several months 
before the revolution, and left there 
about three weeks prior to the political 
upheaval. Mr. Simpson's purpose in 
visiting the islands was to establish, if 
possible, a steamship line that would 
divert Hawaiian trade to the north- 
western states, his objective points be- 
ing Honolulu and Seattle on Puget 
Sound. So successful was his scheme 
that Mr. Simpson succeeded in having 
the Hawaiian legislature pass a bill 
granting a subsidy of $500 a month to 
the line that was to be established, 
and make one trip a month. 
MUCH VALUABLE INFORMATION. 

This witness gave the committee 
much valuable information concerning 
the products of the islands, and the ex- 
tent of the trade and commerce, and 
he spoke of the advantages to be de- 
rived by the United States in the 
event of annexation. 

» Now that the hearing of testimony 
has been concluded, interest will cen- 
ter in the report of the committee. <A 
member of the sub-committee, who 
has taken an active interest in all the 
proceedings, is authority for the state- 
ment that the sub-committee will 
probably have its report ready for the 
full committee by the 15th of the 
month. 

IN FAVOR OF ANNEXATION. 

The report will doubtless be adopted 
by the full committee, and will then, 
accompanied by the printed testimony, 
be laid before the senate. A general 
debate, it is believed, will follow. 

A person whose source of informa- 
tion can not be disputed states that 
the sub-committee is in favor of annex- 
ation, but he believes it will report 
against such action at the present time, 
a policy already outlined in the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Turpie, which is now before 
the senate. It is believed by some, 
though this is disputed by others, that 
if Senators Sherman and Frye, of the 
sub-committee, will concede something 
in the matter, Mr. Morgan may coin- 
cide with them as to the finding of 
facts. 

The statement has been made by a 
member of the committee, but none 
of the those conducting the inquiry, 
that it looked as_ if ¢x-Minister 
Stevens would be criticized, not so 
much for what he did, as the way it 
was done. 


JUDGMENT AFFIRMED. 


Suit Involvingthe Removal of a Promi- 
nent Kentucky, Educational Institution 
Decided. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The suit of 
George W. Brien et al., trustees, etc., 
vs. the board of education of the Ken- 
tucky annual conference of the Meth- 
odist cburch south, was decided in the 
supreme court yesterday. Some years 
ago subscriptions were made to a fund 
for the establishment of an educa- 
tional institution at Millersburg, Ky., 
to be under the control of the Ken- 
tucky annual conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church. Later the 
board of education of the conference 
ordered its removal to Winchester. 
Brien and his associates brought suit 
to retain the institute at Millersburg 
onthe ground that the contributions 
were made under a contract that it 
would not be moved. The Kentucky 
court of appeals decided that no. such 
contract existed, and Justice Harlan 
stated that the supreme court of the 
United States was satisfied that the 
judgment of the court of appeals was 
correct and should, therefore, be af- 
firmed; and it was so ordered. 


THE LAST OF SEVEN HEIRS 


Toa Fifty Million Pounds Sterling E3- 
state Found in Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, Feb. 6.--Mr. Thomas K. 
Jenkins, a lawyer of Halifax, N. &., 
arrived in this city yesterday morning 
in search of the last of the seven liv- 
ing heirs of the late Frederick Bridge- 
son Windsor, of Lancashire, England, 
whose estate is valued at £50,000,000. 
The heir resident in this city is Mr. 
John Robert Granville Bears, of 158 
Baymiller street, who, in company 
with Mr. Jenkins, went to the circuit 
court yesterday afternoon and made a 
deposition establishing his identity as 
one of lenial descendents of the late 
Frederick Windsor.

The Appalling Outlook Under the Wilson 
Tariff Reform Bitl. 

The McKinley act of 1890 aot only 
afforded ample protection to American 
industries, but yielded abundant rev- 
enues to the government. 

That act went into force October 6, 
1890. 

Everybody agrees that it gave pro- 
tection to our manufactures, our mines, 
our agriculture, and to every.sort of 
American enterprise with which for- 
eign enterprises of a like character 
compete. The head and front of its 
offending, as defined by the democratis 
party, has been and is that it protects 
too much; that its rates were too high, 
and its influence too rigidly exclusive 
of foreign competition. 

So, then, there is no question that 
the McKinley act did give protection to 
American capital and labor, and did 
discriminate in their favor largely and 
effectively, too, against foreign cap- 
ital and labor and their productions 

What about revenue? 

The record of the McKinley act asa 
revenue-yielding tariff is this: For the 
year 1891 it gave the treasury near- 
ly $27,000,000 more revenue than it 
needed to meet the expenditures of 
that year; for 1892 it produced $10,000, - 
000 in excess of the expenditures, and 
for 1893 it yielded about $2,840,000 over 
the sum required to cover the govern- 
ment’s necessities. The showing for 
1893 marks a great falling off in reve- 
nue; but that is entirely due to the 
general derangement of business that 
dates from the calling of the extra ses- 
sion and the beginning of the reversal 
of republican policies and the repeal of 
republican legislation. 

From July 1, 1898, to January 1, 1894, 
the total receipts of the treasury 
amounted to about #42,500,600 less than 
for the corresponding period of 1892. 

At this rate the deficlency on the 
whole current year will reach $85,000,- 
900. Mr. Carlisle's estimate of it -and, 
of course, tt {is as low an estimate as he 
deems it prudent to make is between 
$50,000,000 and $60,000,000. 

And this is only the prologue to the 
tariff reform play. The revenues, am- 
ple enough and to spare wWhder the Mc- 
Kinley act, have shrunk in this appall 
ing way while the preface to the book 
of free trade is being written. 

Mr. Wilson himself estimates that his 
bill will cause a further shrinkage of 
$70,000,000 in the revenues of the next 
fiscal year—already short $60,000,000 of 
the amount needed to meet the expen- 
ditures of the government. 

And the Wilson bill will 
protection, too. 

What utter folly and supreme mad- 
ness is this which, in place of an act 
that gave ample protection and yielded 
abundant revenue, seeks to substitute 
one that will give neither protection 
nor revenue, but will destroy at one 
blow the prosperity of the country and 
the solvency of the treasury.—N. Y.

and raw stgar operate to the detriment 
of the refiner in this country. Three. 
quarters of a cent a pound appears to be 
the favorite figure of the committee, with 
odd quarter for the refiner,

Hone.uLv, Jan 19, per barkentine 
W. H. Dimond, via San Francisco, Feb. 
7.—The observances of abrogation day 
passed.off with perfeet good order. 
The American league raised a new 
American flag, 60x39 feet; there was a 
military parade anda salute was fired 
at noon. A_ public reception was 
held in the council room. TIllumina- 
tion and fireworks were shown with a 
brilliancy unprecedented here. The 
day closed with a very enthusiastic 
mass meeting. Theexecutive building 
swarmed with visitors tothe reception. 
No uniforms were seep except a few of 
the local military, the rest were pres- 
ent in ordinary garb. The warships 
were decked out with the week’s wash- 
ing, and the men were kept 
aboard. Some of the officers did not 
stint their denunciation of Minister 
Willis. 

Minister Willis was the only foreign 
representative who-made any reply to 
the notices sent them of the reception. 
To avoid the discourtesy of a refusal 
they treated the notices as mere notifi- 
cations, not invitations, and needing 





no reply. It is learned that 
they were under general instruc- 
tions to avoid anything offensive 
to the queen, whom _ President 


Cleveland had announced his intention 
of restoring. To have in any way par- 
ticipated in tie celebration of her de- 
thronement would have been an offen- 
sive act to her. Most of the consuls 
are in earnest sympathy with the pro- 
visional government, but were com- 
peled ofticially to follow the lead of 
Minister Willis. 

The Advertiser voiced the view taken 
of Minister Willis’ course by the gov- 
ernment in part as follows: 

“The truth is that Mr. Willis found 
himself ina dilemma. The entire sov- 
ereignty and independence of the Ha- 
Wwalian government having been recog- 
nized by the United States, the Amer- 
ican warships should have fired a sa- 
lute: on the other hand, the United 
States having demanded the surrender 
of the government, the salute should 
not have been fired. As we are 
at peace with the United States, 
Minister Willis should have bowed and 
smiled at the executive building: but 
as we are at war he should have barred 
his front gate and gazed with defiance. 
Whoshall resolve these contradictions. 
if Mr. Willis has not found any way 
out of the difficulty consistent with the 
usages of diplomacy the ordinary re- 
quirements of courteous dignity, and 
the power of the great nation which 
he represents the fault is not his, but 
his master's.” 

The mass-meeting was attended by a 
crowd of several thousand people, at- 
tracted by the illuminations and fire- 
works. Unlike the defiant tone of the 
mecting of November 25, the speeches 
were hopeful and congratulatory, and 
the audience listened with great en- 
thusiasm for an hour and a quarter. 

All the speakers pointed to annexa- 
tion as the goal to be sought.

Under the Auspices of the Chicago Herald 
Going North in Aluminum J/3oats, Now 
Being Built in Baltimore. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 7.—The Morn- 
ing Herald states that two extraordi- 
narily designed boats are being built 
in Ki ltimore for an Aretie expedition. 
The work of construction is being car- 
ried on with the utmost secrecy. The 
projector of the enterprise is said to be 
the Chicago Herald. The plan is to or- 
ganize a party and start in the early 
spring for the north. It is intended to 
ship the boats to northern Russia, 
where the expedition will take to the 
water. It will be the purpose of the 
party to intercept the members of the 
Peary expedition. 

The boats will be the first to be 
constructed of the latest of all the use- 
ful metals—aluminum. One is nearly 
finished and the other i§ well under 
way. The builder has agreed to turn 
the boats over to the owners on March 
26. The party which will risk the ter- 
rors of Arctic life will be made up, it 
is stated, of several experienced navi- 
gators and explorers, four of the staff 
of the Chicago Herald and a crew of 
picked men. 





Burnings in Buffalo. 

3UFFALO, N. Y., Feb. 7.—The offices 
and store-room of the Union Dry Dock 
Co. on Ganson street were destroyed 
by fire at 5:50 a. m. Two adjoining 
frame buildings were also burned. 
Loss about $50,000; well insured. 

Another fire oecurred at about the 
same hour in the four-story building 
at the corner of Ohio and Mississippi 
Streets, and oecupied by the office of 
the Crescent line of steamers, the Ward 
line and the Toledo, St. Louis & Kan- 
sas City road, the latter using a por- 
tion of it as a freight house.

USEFUL AND SUGGESTIVE. 


—Oyster Sauce.—One-half pint oys 
ters, one pint boiling water; boil three 
minutes, skim well; stir in one-half 
cup of butter, beaten to a cream, with 
a tablespoonful of flour; let come toa 
boil; serve with boiled turkey.—N. Y. 
World. 

—Rock Candy.—Fasten threads across 
the top of a dish, and when the candy 
has boiled a few moments, and nearly 
cooled, pour over the threads arranged 
to forma mesh an inch square; pour 
slowly that the candy may have time 
to crystallize.—Housekeeper. 

—Cranberry Potpie.—Prepare the 
first sauce in a porcelain-lined kettle. 
Cover with squares of biscuit dough, or 
make the dough into a roll, not very 
large, and lay it along side of the ket- 
tle, leaving a center to be fille-i by the 
boiling berries. Eat with sauce or with 
cream and sugar.—Good Housekeeping. 

—Chickens in Batter.—Joint young 
wad tender chickens, wipe with a damp 
“toth and sprinkle with fine salt. Make 
a batter with three eggs, half a cup of 
sweet cream, a spoonful of butter and 
wheat flour to thicken. Dip each piece 
in the batter. Have two spoonfuls of 
butter in a hot spider, and when melt- 
ed spread the bottom with chicken. 
Cover closely for a few minutes, as the 
steam helps to make the chicken ten- 
der. Then uncover and let it brown 
before turning, lifting it with a knife 
déccasionally.—N. Y. World. 

—Cracker Toast.—Toast twelve hard 
crackers and break each one into three 
or four pieces. Put them into a colan- 
der and pour over them quickly a quart 
of boiling water. It is better to put 
only half of the crackers into the col- 
ander at once in order that the water 
may reach every piece. Put a few 
pieces into a hot dish and season with 
salt, pepper and melted butter; then 
more cracker and more seasoning, and 
so on, till all is used up. It takes quite 
an amount of butter to season them. 
One-quarter of a pound will be none 
too much for the number of crackers 
given. Serve them at once, as they 
cool very quickly, and are not good un- 
less eaten hot.—Boston Budget. 

—Hickory Nut Cake (cost 25 cents.) 
—One-half pound each of sugar, butter 
and flour, whites of four eggs, one tea- 
cupful sweet milk, one teaspoonful ecx- 
tract of lemon, two heaping teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder mixed thorough- 
ly in the flour. Beat sugar and butter 
to a cream, add eggs, then milk and 
flourand baking powder, and lastly, 
the flavoring. Filling: One-fourth 
pound of sugar, white of one egg, three- 
eighths of a teacupful of hickory nut 
meats chopped rather fine. Beat the 
egg stiff, then add the sugar and nuts, 
Frosting: One-fourth pound sugar, 
whites of twoeggs, one-third teacup: 
ful of hickory nuts. Beat the eggs 
stiff, add the,sugar, frost the cake, 
then lay on the half kernels. ~
